The loyalist Governor of the pro- 
vince told him that 1.300 people were shut up in Alcazar, where 2 
small force.of insurgents had been holding out for- weeks against 
the encircling Government troops. They included 300 women and 
children who had taken refuge in underground cellars, and many 
were possibly suffocated under the ruins, as falls of masonry were 
constantly occurring as the result of bombardments. . 


_ The Governor said it would be ‘possiblé%o take “Aleazar within 
a few hours, but it was mined with 600 Ibs. of explosives, so ef- 
forts were being made to force the surrender of the besieged 
insurgents. The Government did not want to‘kill every. ‘body. be- 
cause a number of people were being kept there by force. 

’ The insurgents were suffering a food shortage, as supplies 
dropped by planes had mostly fallen outside the Alcazar boun- 
daries owing to the height at which the planes were forced to fly 

to avoid the fire’ of the Government anti-aircraft guns. 

, Fights among the besieged were happening within. Alcazar 
daily, as a proportion desired to surrender. The upper storeys of 
the stronghold had been destroyed by the Government fire, and 
the situation of the insurgents was becoming more and more des-

The eels in the rivers of 
Northern Ireland are about to 
attacked by; electricity.

heing discharged, stuns small 
fish upon which it’ preys, and 
may -even kill big ones which 
offer a greater surface to the 
electrified water. . The animal 
that wields. this death ray is 
from three to six feet.in length 
and as thick as a man’s thi 
Tt can powerfully shock a2 large 
animal that happens to be in 
the water,.and though it is not 
fatal'‘to man it may give him 2 
nasty ‘shock.
